“I commend the Department 
for keeping the trains uniform 
and not running a conglomera- 
tion of different carriages on the 
one train. But, I direct atten- 
tion to the situation existing on 
the Williamstown line, and more 
particularly to the train running 
between Newport and Altona. 
No doubt service has not been 
given in this area because there 
has been a Labor representation 
for many years and the Liberal 
Party has no hope of winning 
the seat. 

“Tt took years and years to 
have an overpass built at New- 
port. The people “need not go 
to the Museum to see something 
antique; they should travel to 
Newport and see the “wagon 
train” which runs between New- 
port and Altona—it is worth 
looking at.- It consists of three 
or four carriages of—different 
types; no cushions are provided, 
windaws afe broken and some 
of the carriage doors will not 
} shut. 

“I reeall in my younger days 
going to the Zoo and seeing a 
horse-drawn tram. The ‘wagon 
train’ at Newport is more unique. 
It is a standing joke with 
travellers, and when J travel on 
the train I have to put up with 
the joke. 

“T do not expect the Minister 
to effect improvement because 
I have spoken on the subject; 
he will not do so because there 
seems to be some vendetta about 
it. Surely it would be good -pub- 
lic relations to improve the train 
on this line and also provide’ a 
better type of carriage on the 
Port Melbourne, St. Kilda and 
Reservoir lines. -

Of even more interest to Altona was his 
advocacy of the rail extension to Westona. 
Speaking on the Railway Loan Bill he said: 


though no action has yet been 
taken on it. The Public Works 
Committee has recommended the 
extension of the Altona railway 
line to a new station to be 
named Westona. In the near 
future, in its benevolence, the 
Government may authorise the 
construction of that extension 
to the Altona line. The work 
recommended by the Public 
Works Committee was estimated 
o cost about $296,000. I ask 
the Minister of Transport to in- 
form the Committee whether con- 
sideration can be given to the 
construction of the Westona line. 


“The population in the area is 
growing quickly; it has already 
visen to 26,000. It.seems incon- 
grous that the Government is, to 
spend -$135,000 on. a railway line. 
which is the subject of a Bill 
before Parliament, but is taking 
no action on the recommendation 
made by he Public Works Com- 
mittee in 1963. . It is obvious that, 
as the total allocation made by 
this. Bill-for the-construction-of 
railway lines is only $175,000, 
the extension of the Altona line’ 
to Westona is being pushed into 


the background. There should |: 


be a balanced development: of 
the railway system. The Public 
Works Committee spent.a great 
deal of time and effort in hear- 
ing evidence and compiling its 
report on the extension to West- 
ona, and the Government should 
seriously consider implementing 
the report. 

“Even in the remainder of its 
term, the Government may have 
a change of heart and decide to 
extend the railway from Altona 
to Westona, but there is not 
enough money allocated by this 
Bill to allow that to be done.”

The 1962 majority report by 
the International Control! Com- 
mission as well as subsequent 
speeches to the British House of 
Commons by Labor leaders 
Harold Wilson and Michael 
Stewart make this clear.

Early high summer tempera- 
tures this year, following lower 
than normal winter and_ spring 
rains have turne: Australia into 
one yast tinderbox. 

Unless the puolic is made well 
aware of the situation, the con- 
tinent could be ready for burn- 
ing, Mr. Max Ritchie, director 
in Australia of Combined “In- 
surance Company of America 
suggests. 

“Only twice in living memory 
have similar conditions existed,” 
he said. “They were the drought 
conditions of 1938-39 which ex- 
ploded in Victoria on ‘Black |. 
Friday,’ January 13, in 
first which devestated enormous 
areas and took the lives cf 71 
people; and the fires of 1951 
which, throughout Australia, de- 
stroyed some 3,500,000 acres of 
forest, farm and grazing land. 

“Every member of the com- 
munity should be aware of the 
danger,”

point plan for the avoidance of 
res. 


@ Motorists should use the ash- 
trays in their vehicles at all 
times, and never throw a 
lighted cigarette from a car; 


Picnickers should carefully 
cover their fires with soil, 
before leaving the picnic spot; 


Farmers and other operators 
of tractors and the like should 
check for the efficiency of 
spark arresters or mufflers 
on the vehicles, and where

Hikers and campers should 
exert the utmost care at all 
times with their fires and 
cigarettes, and should be 
especially careful in Jeaf-| | 
, filled gullies where bush- 
fires are most often ‘$tarted.

Quite a number of Laverton residents have. been. 
only too ready to growl about our postal services, but 
1 wonder how many have taken the trouble to inquire 
as to how our mail is delivered? 


Last weekend I did a little investigating myself 2+ 


cand believe me it is not so simple to post a letter, say, 


tin Melbourne, and have it. 


without some forethought 


Firstly, it is sorted in Mel- 
bourne -before being put into 
‘bags,.taken to the railway sta- 
ition, railed to Laverton where 
-it is taken to the Laverton Air 
‘Base post office for sorting. 


After all this handling it would 
appear that. at least it is as 
‘good as in your hands. 


. But. this is not so. . 

The areas have.to be defined 
and postal: delivery men (the 
postiés) take over. Off he goes 
on_his trusty-old bike dodging 
children, big dogs, small. dogs, 
cars (driven by our own Laver- 
ton Brabhamis) and an occasional 
pothole to what is the last leg 
of the journey. (Sométimes I 
think he gives them: a_ little 
shuffle just to break the mono- 
tony.) 


_T spoke to Mr. F. Grist, our 
postmaster, and he assured me 
. that for a town our ‘size we. 
could not, yet awhile, expect a 
better service than we are gett- 
ing, however, we should be gett- 
ing a new temporary post office 
shortly,  - 


I inquired from another source 
‘and heard (off the cuff) that’ the 
lease for occupying temporary 
post office premises from 
4d, 1967, has been signed. ‘Se, 
knowing government departments 
I should rate a guess that we 
‘could -have “this -new’ service 
‘within the month. (1 cannot 
‘imagine a governnient depart- 
‘ment’ paying out on a lease for 
any length of time without using 
Ahe property.) os 


" By the way, I understand the 
post office in question will be in 
the shop next to Hoopers (news- 
agents) in Railway Ave. 


The ‘other post office (the 
official one) wili be in Woods- 
st. against the ANZ bank, but 
this will not be for approximately 
three years. 


On inquiring again frem Mr. 
Grist regarding the -temporary 
post office in Railway-ave. he 
said: “I can only tell you at 
the moment that negotiations are 
under’ way and I will see if I 
can get a press release in the 
next few days.” : 


_ Asked if he knew anything 
about’ the lease being signed, he 
said: “I'm sorry but I have been 
sick for a few days and I cannot 
tell you anything about it yet.” 


"So there it is. A new post 
office within one month (pos- 
sibly) and another in about three 
Years, but no sign of_a_ sub- 
post office at the ‘Top End.”

THE CHRYS 


Queen of autumn flowers,.the chrys- 
anthemum must always occupy a position 


in your. garden. 


Under most Australian conditions the chrysan- 
themum is easily grown. The plants are hardy and 
are strong in growth, quickly making strong clumps. 


If the clumps are allowed to 
grow in the same place year af- 
ter year, they become crowded 
and take the goodness out of 
the: soil and flowers become poor 
and the plants themselves weak. 


It is advisable, therefore, to 
lift and divide the chumps each 
year. By doing this strong 
healthy plants are assured where 
the plants are to be used for 
garden decoration. They should 
be set out in their permanent 
positions during November and 
December. Any well-dug and 
well-drained soil will suit the 
plants. 

Do not plant too deeply, and, 
when planting, firm the soi 
around the plant by treading il 
down firmly. The root of the 
plant is mainly fibrous so that 
a deep soil is not essential. The 
plants thrive in a light foam, 


but a little trouble in making a |, 


suitable compost will’ be well re- 
paid. — 


A simple and effective fertili- 
ser soil is composed of six parts 
of rotted sod, one part decayed 
manure, and one. part decom- 
posed leaves, with a 4in. pot of 
superphosphate or hone dust, 
together with a sprinkling of 
lime. Use horse manure in the 
case of heavy soil, and cow 
manure with-a light soil. While 
the blooms are opening they need 
protection from the wind and 
rain. 

As chrysanthemums have 
fibrous roots only, the waterings 
need not be heavy. A bucket of

Experts at the Victorian Department of 

| Agriculture this week gave the following 

advice to the Melbourne and Metropol- 
itan Board of Works on plant survival. 


| Forget your lawns and annuals and concentrate 
on keeping trees and shrubs alive . , this is the main 
advice to drought-stricken Melbourne suburban gar- 
deners following a total ban on hosing. 


The Department gave a long 
list of hints to help gardeners 
keep their most important 
plants alive during the sum- 
mer dry. . 


“Unless you have o private 
water source, you will not be 
able to keep everything in your 
garden alive until autumn, a 
spokesman said. “You can't 
hope to keep your lawn alive 
unless there is rain. Most 
lawns have already got os bad 
as they will get this summer 
and ‘they will probably sprout 


again in autumn with no great, 


ill effects except weeds.” 





The spokesman advised sub- 
urban gardeners to concentrate 
only on their perennial plants, 
shrubs and trees which would 


take years to replace. 


“It is possible to keep these 
alive with a mintmum of water 
used scientifically. Because of 
the total ban on hosing, you 
will have to carry ‘every drop 


jof water to your plants, so see 


rlive, but you can use anything 





that every drop counts.” 


The Department of Agricul- 


| ture gave these hints to make 


a tittle water go a long way 
when watering trees and 
shrubs: . 


@ Dig a saucer-shaped hol- 
low around trees and shrubs 
piling the dirt up in a water re- 
taining rim around the tree;

The Department says that 
shrubs with broad, flat leaves 
need most water. ‘‘Native 
trees with small, hard teaves 
will survive, so don’t pamper 
them. Native trees are only 
lost by over-watering in pre- 
vious years, then suddenly leav- 
ing them to fend for themselves 
ina dry year.” 7 


Giving advice on plant sur- 
vival generally, agricultural sci- 
entist, My. M,N. Kinsella says 
that! the..amount of water ap- 
plied to..a plant each time 
should be just enough to wet 
the root zone. If more water 
than is needed is applied, it will 
drain through the soil and be 
wasted. [Hf too much is ap- 
plied, it may waterlog the soil 
and damage the root system. — 


Many gardeners, however, do 
not apply’ enough water at any 
one tire. Many merely sprin- 
Kle the ‘garden in the evening. 
While this freshens: up >the 
foliage and washes aff the dust, 
it only wets the top few ‘inch- 
es of soil and moy mot even 
reach the root system. 


Shallow watering encourages 
the development of roots in the 
topsoil, where they easily dry 
out because of evaporation, 


Frequency of watering de- 
pends on soil type, the crop and 
weather conditions. To keep 


plants alive on a hot windy day. 
requires much more water — 


but .you can cut this loss down 


.by using mulches to prevent

sandy soils and will hold. much 
more water.- Soils rich in or- 
ganic matter will also hold 
more water. 


In general, 14" of water op- 
plied to sandy soi! will wet it to 
a depth of 2 ft. - The same 
‘amount of water will wet a 
foam soil to almost | ft. and 
clay to 9 ins. Thus there .is 
much more water in the top 
foot of clay soil than in the 
same depth of sandy soil. 


Mr. Kinsella says that when 
watering you must take into 
account water availability, soil 
type, weother conditions and 
plant type, and. root zone 
depth. 


“Some plants have a deeper 
root system than others and 
can make use of water that 
goes deeper into the soil, .To- 
matoes and pumpkins are ex- 
amples of vegetables with deep 
roots. The roots of these veg- 
etables have been found at 6 
ft., and in shallow soils they 
go down to three feet. Surface 
watering is, wasteful here . . . 
You must get the water to the 
root zone without loss. Soak: 
it through loose soil to the root 
zone and use plenty of mulch 
to prevent evaporation. Plants 
like lettuces with shallow root 
systems need less water more 
frequently,’ Mr. Kinsetla said. 


He. said a covering of poly- 
thene with right-angled slits for 
small plants could retain woter 
in the top soil for, more than 
a week of hot, dry weather. 

A spokesman for Union: Car- 
bide Australia Ltd. which 
manufactures polythene sheef- 
ing in Victoria, said. that light 
gauge black polythene was 
most suitable for mulching, ‘It 
must be black for durability. 


Transparent polythene can ‘de- |- 


teriorate with sunlight. - -The 
thicker it is,.the-more durable, 


but suburban gardenérs who {f° 


are mainly interested in econ- 


omy can cover their gardens for | 


about_a cent.a square foot if 
they use a 14. to 2-thousandth 
gauge,’ the spokesman said. - 

He said that a’thicker gauge 
would be more suitable for per- 
monent mulching around trees. 
“The edges should be buried 
in a few-inches of: soil to ret- 
ain moisture and keep the 
sheet in place. 


Black polythene sheeting. is 
obtaindble at most nurseries 
and “most suburban hardware 
stores and also in some rubber 
chain stores. 


Apart from seeing that water 
gets to the root zones of plants 
ways in which, you can increase 


your water resources in your 
own backyard . . . even if you 
can't afford ‘the expense of an 
underground bore which may 
produce unusable water or no 
water at all. 


Disconnect your spout down- 
pipes so that when there is 
rain it goes onto your plants 
instead of into gutters. Attach 
a hose to the pump outlet ot 
washing machine so that wash- 
ing water is pumped straight 
to the roots of your favourite 
tree. 


Pour any waste water, pro- 
viding it does not contain borax 
based soaps or detergent, into 
a drum near your back door. 
Use the contents for watering 
in the evenings.

Not a hond to’ set a sail for 
the voyage home. 

Shopkeepers, bakers, butchers, bank clerks, young and old, hit 
ithe torturous track to the gold fields: The endless trains of dig- 
gers’ carts, drays with ten and twelve bullocks, heads lowered ot 
a steady strain, plodded onward.

They would return in style. The latest. turn-out with two in 
hand — and so they dreamed. Many struck it rich and returned 
to Melbourne town. Some invested wisely, but more often than 
not, within a short period the digger would be broke. There were 
gombling halls, the con-men, the basher and the good time girls. 
This was the welcoming committee to relieve the unwary of his 
hard-won gold. 

Government officials were concerned. Convict Icbour was just 
obout depleted. Public utilities could not be serviced. It was 
a rearing era of gold fever. Young John Robert BUXTON resisted 
the seemingly endless rush to the gold fields. 

His uncle, whose real estate business he was to manage became 
his only concern. He did well and was mode a partner with his 
uncle who traded for many years under the name Buckhurst and 
Buxton at Emerald Hill (now South Melbourne). This office is 
still open today giving the service the J. R, BUXTON started many 
years ago. 

His sons, grand ond great grand sons carry on today with nearly 
100 staff selling and managing properties in a!l suburbs and some
